failing supply of petroleum. And it is a subject 
that comes home to everyone who rides in an 
automobile in the form at ajiigh price for gas, 
and oC frequent alarms as to the complete fail- 
ure of the supply. 


These alarms tire generally off-set by caually 


stirring tales of enormous supplies of oil un- 
tapped, or of the discovery of substitutes which 
wilt soon ..make us as independent of petroleum 
as petroleum made us independent ot whales for 
an oil supply. The humble owner of a flivver 
does not know whether to believe that he may 
be robbed ot his transportation any day by the 
failure of his fuel supply, or that the supply is 
inexhaustible,, or that he will have to change his 
carburetor presently and use a fuel made out ot 
alfalfa, shavings and waste paper. ..Likewise he 
is sometimes'tempted to believe that he will have 
to so to war and light for a supply of gas with 
othci- nations, and at other times he is encour- 
aged to think that the United States will be as 
independent in this respect for ail time as .the 
irrcconcllables would have it be in political ques- 
tions,

. The oil supply qucstion, like every other vital 
question in America, lias been converted into a 
frightful bugaboo which is used to scare us by all 
sorts 02 interested and mischievous persons, as 
boys use a hollow pumpkin and a sheet 011 Hal- 
lowe'en. People that want to invade Mexico and 
people who oppose intervention, people that want 
to stir up feeling against England, and people 
that want us to love her, peoplp that want a high 
price for. gas and people that want'a low one, all 
uoe this question as a means to an end, and all 
of them can find, figures lo support their several 
contentions, :

Tet the facts about the oi! supply are com- 


paratively simple, according to the Bureau of 
M'lnes. 
The consumption of gasoline in this country 


increases at an alarming rate. That is the first 
important fact. 
It looks as though. w,e would 


always use all the gas we can get. Barring some 
improbable great find of oil in- this country, we 
will always live in fear of a shortage and we will 
occasionally suffer from a temporary shortage at 
least. We are dependent upon constant new dis- 
coveries for keeping up our supply. From 20 to 
35 per cent oC the oil we use in any year comes 
from new wells. We are to some extent like the 
tramp who never knows where the next meal is 
coming from, but who nearly always finds it 
somewhere. 'Each year there is a little oil boom 
or a. big one somewhere in the fTJnitecl States, and 
that oil boom saves the situation. If a year or 
two should pass without the opening of new wells 
of substantial value, there would be a shortage 
which would probably continue until new finds 
were made.
